A flood, regardless of its source or cause, is a lot of water 
with which to do battles; the most fortunate are those of us who see 
it only occasionally as something that has hit the other guy. In the 
movies, or on television, the rapid-running waters carrying houses or 
barns to destruction, not to mention the loss of life, make an 
impression on us which is sudden and vivid, but which mercifully 
dissipates itself as the next item pops into view. But, when you are 
on the scene, looking at it with awe, you get to realize how much of 
a terrible thing it is.
